WASHINGTON (NEA) - Gemi­ 
ni may do far more than pav e the 
way for a moon trip. 
The 
Gcmini-Apollo 
programs 
likely will lead to ex periments 
that cou ld change things greatly 
in farming, fishing and mining. 
These 
ex periments 
probably 
will be condu cted in a series of 
manned satellite laboratories de­ 
v eloped as follow-u ps to Apollo. 
They wou ld orbit the earth at dis­ 
tances of 200 to 23.000 miles. 
The ideas listed are merely 
dreams now in the heads of tech­ 
nical men in the National Aero­ 
nau tics and space Administra­ 
tion and indu stry . That is, they 
hav en’t y et been O.K.’d for test­ 
ing. Bu t scientifically they ’re not 
“way ou t.” They are probably 


within the U.S. technical ability 
in the nex t 10 y ears. 
Here then are some of the pos­ 
sibilities as ou tlined by Theodore 
George, chief of sy stems engineer­ 
ing, Office of Adv anced Manned 
Mission Stu dies, at NASA: 
Satellite pictu re su rv ey s of ma­ 
jor farm areas for the world-wide 
prediction of y ields early in the 
crop y ear. Farmers, wholesalers 
and retail merchants wou ld then 
be able to take early action on 
shortages or su rplu ses. 
Other satellite pictu re su rv ey s 
might identify important plant 
diseases in the early stages of 
their spreading ov er crop areas. 
If disease centers and the rate 
at 
which 
the 
diseases 
were 
spreading cou ld be qu ickly deter- 


r mined, the door wou ld be open to 
more efficient control. 


Satellites probably cou ld meas­ 
u re the moistu re of the soil world­ 
wide at periodic interv als to aid 
in determining planting and grow­ 
ing conditions. 


Satellites might prov e efficient 
for discov ering forest fires in iso­ 
lated regions. Su ch fires some­ 
times bu rn for day s and get ou t of 
control before being located. 


Satellites may ev entu ally be 
able to help fishermen increase 
their hau ls. The technical men 
want to ru n space ex periments 
that wou ld measu re the direction 
and v elocity of ocean cu rrents 
and the v ariation of tempera­ 
tu res at the su rface of the sea. 
Satellites theoretically shou ld be 
able to detect and measu re the 
mov ement of major schools of 
fish. 


These gains, of cou rse, are 
abov e the sav ings to farmers and 
fishermen that will come throu gh 
the 
more 
accu rate 
long-range 
weather forecasts weather satel­ 
lites will tu rn ou t. 
i 
It shou ld be possible by satellite 
to discov er probable large iron 
ore bodies which are not too far 
u ndergrou nd—su ch as the major 
beds in Laborador and Venezu ela. 
Su ch satellites wou ld also make 
worldwide 
geological 
mapping 
possible. These maps wou ld giv e 
geologists some of the clu es they 
need for finding new petroleu m 
pools and beds of mineral depos­ 
its. 


Thu s, in the end, the mu ltibil­ 
lion dollar race to the moon may 
resu lt in u sefu l mu ltibillion dol­ 
lar programs on earth. 
It is a fact of science that ev ery 
important new discov ery , howev er 
u nu sefu l it may seem, dev elops a 
host of practical offspring.

Packing, rest­ 
ing, sleeping and traveling take 
time. And there is the dirt — 
grease in the hair — so we don’t 
feel like partying.” 
Miss Mims is a stenographer 
whose job allows her six days a 
month for racing. Miss Carter 
works for a racing magazine, 
Canada Track and Traffic, and 
racing is part of her business 
time.
